You should not carry politics into 
the jury-room with you, mor be moved dy 
such in Iuences while you are max- 
ing this investigation, No doubt 
you will be approached by 
designing persons seeking to obstruct a full 
and fair investigation and be annoyed by 
the usual political pulls, but it is your 
duty to treat all such with storn. Kemember 
that this investigation is not for the benefit 
ofany political party, bat for the good of 
your city, whose interests you bave sworn to 
consider.

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THE DEBS BLUNDER. 


The Debs strike of the American Railway 
Union fs devéloping into one of the most 
stupendous blunders ever committed by 
labor leaders. 

No imperial ukase issued by absolute po- 
tentate ever carried more ruin and misery 
to a people than the word of Leader Debs 
promises to inflict upon innocent millions 
in the United States. He strikes the arte- 
ries of commerce and industry and para- 
lyzes the whole system, condemning 
business to disaster, labor to starving 
idleness and the whole people to suffering. 
And for what reason? Not because the 
people have wronged the A. R. U.; not 
because the members thereof have any 
grievance, nor because the railroads tied 
up have been guilty of oppression; but 
solely because one company which has 
contracts with these railroads has a dispute 
over wages with its employes. 

The railroads upon which strikes have 
been ordered are not responsible for the 
grievances of the Pullman employes. They 
cannot control the conduct of Pullman, 
yet for hissins, whatever they may be, 
without reason, without possible result 
except disaster, they are struck down and 
with them the whole organization of com- 
merce, upon which the people depend, is 
struck down. Cities are doomed to fam- 
ine. Perishable freight, for which the 
people of one locality are famishing, rots 
in the cars at another. Labor is forced 
into direful idleness and untold hardships 
are laid upon all. 

The act of Debs is the act of a blind Sam- 
son who attempts to wreck the whole 
temple of industry to feed his pride and 
passion. The most pitiful part of it is that 
a vast army of honest men are misled into 
a struggle which is foredoomed to failure 
and which cannot help bat bring discredit 
and disaster to labor organizations. 

No striké can Be successful without the 
support of popularsympathy. But in this 
strike Mr. Debs has done the very thing 
to kill ail the popular sympathy at the 
outset and to create resentful opposition, 
He has forced the great mass of people, in- 
cluding the bulk of all wage-earners, to 
take sides against him In self-defense. He 
has given Pullman and the corporate 
power the lever they wanted to crush labor 
organization. 

The situation is intolerable. In behalf 
of 4 labor, whose cause is threat 
ened with irreparablé damage by fatuous 
stupidity; in behalf of millions of inno- 
cent people who are condemned to suffer 
for the Bins of another; in the name ot 


justice and law, this boycott strike should 
be called off.
